HIS EXPLANATION 
OF SLIDING BANK 


Commissioner Bouillon Thinks 
Underground Waters Cause 
Frequent Landslides. 


The commissioners have notified L. 
KR. Voligny, engineer of the public 
works department, who is investigat- 
ing the sliding bank, of the city’s 
desire in the matter. Commissioner 
Bouillon attributes the cause of the 
conditions to a crossing of the bank 
and to underground waters which 
keep the soil in a saturated state, and 
as the river current nemoves material 
from the top of the bank, the entire 
mass naturally slides. He contends 
that the sliding will continue until a 
retaining wall is built along the rive: 
bank and the underground flow is in- 
iereepted at the top. 

The expense of constructing the 
retaining wall should be done entire- 
Iv by the government. The city 
would agree to undertake the grading 
of the slope so as to remove all super- 
imposed weight. When both were ac- 
complished ‘the land would be re- 
claimed and made available for im- 
mediate use at least for park pur- 
peses,

COFFIN ORDERED 
FOR HIS PATIENT

A rather pathetic story is told at 
Fdson in connection with the death of 
the Jate Dr. MeNab there some weeks 
ago. While superintending the hos- 
pital work he attended a certain. ty- 
phoid case which presented grave 
complications, and after fighting the 
disease for some time the doctor gave 
up hope. Tle intimated tothe attend- 
aunts that preparations had better be 
made for such a contingency and a 
coffin was prepared. The condition of 
the doctor and the circumstances un- 
der which he worked had laid him 
open to infection and he himself was 
stricken down. The disease worked 
rapidly and he died almost before they 
realized that he was ill Meanwhile 
the man for whose life the doctor had 
battled, took a turn for the better and 
recovered, Owing to the doctor's 
sudden death there was no — other 
means of caring for the body except 
by recourse to the unused coffin; and 
in this, instead of the patient, for 
which it was ordered, the doctor's re- 
mains were laid and conveyed to Ed- 
monton for burial.

CRIPPEN, A WIFE MURDERER, 
SENTENCED TO DEATH TODAY 


Famous Trial Was Brought to a Close This Morning 
When Jury Brought in Verdict of “Guilty”---- 
Only Took Twenty Minutes to Arrive at a Ver- 
dict----Crippen Protested His Innocence 


(Canadian Associated Press.) 

London, Oct. 22.—After an impassioned address by Crown Prosecutor 
Muir, followed by a charge from Lord Alverstone which was quite favora- 
ble to Crippen, the jury retired and within twenty minutes brought in a ver- 
dict of “guilty of the murder of his wife, Belle Elmore.” 

His Lordship passed sentence immediately and held out no hope, 

As Crippen left the dock he was supported by a warden. His face was 
blanched and he was trembling in every limb. 

He said: “I still protest my innocence.” 

The verdict of the jury caused aprofound sensation in coun as after 
the address of the Chief Justice it was quite expected there would be a 
disagreement or acquittal. 


Lord Alverston, chief justice. sulmming up, said: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, the tinve has now arrived in this great and im- 
portant case for me to discharge my duty by directing you upon the f 
of the law. Your duty will be that of considering = what your 
shall be.”

His lordship complimented the counsel of both sides on the way they 
had discharged their duty and expressed the view ithat the jury in ‘decid- 

“It is one of the unfortunate incidents of our present mode of life,” 
said he, “that a public discussion of criminals takes place before they 
have been brought to trial. Tt was for the crown to make out its case. If 
the jury had any reasonable doubt whether the crown had done this they 
must give the prisoner the benefit of it. They must not allow any ques- 
tion whether minor points had been established, to influence their judg- 
meni, if upon the whole of the evidence they had no doubt as to the re- 
sult. Tobin had used the expression “Certainly,” and rightly understood, 
it was not mistaking, but if by that it was to be supposed juries were not 
tu act upon the evidence unless it put them in the position of having ac- 
tually seen the thing done it was a misleading expression, But if they 
Were not satished by the evidence that vhe crown had made out their 
case, the prisoner was entitled to be acquitted. Something: had been said

ALBERTA’S N.1NERALS. 

General surprise was occasioned 
the other day by the statement ascrib- 
ed to Mr. D. B. Dowling of the Geo- 
logical Survey in a press despatch 
that the eastern slope of the Rocky 
mountains was devoid of minerals. In 
view of the fact that large quantities 
of minerals are being produced there 
cach year, and Mr. Dowling has on 
many occasions gone on record as to 
the possibilities of future  develop- 
ment, there was clearly something 
wrong. But the dispatch has gone 
all over the continent and doubtless 
by this time several thousand people 
have ventured to remark that here was 
“another lie of those western brig- 
garts shown up.” 

When Mr. Dowling reached Cal- 
gary the other day he was asked if 
he had been correctly reported, and 
promptly denied that he had been. He 
went on to point out that there was 
undoubtedly iron between the coal and 
the limestone of the outer geological 
area and that it was possible that it 
would prove rich enough to mine. 
Further east there was copper, sil- 
ver and some gold. As to coal, he 
believes that Northern Alberta is as 
well supplied as Southern Alberta, 
Hie expects in time to find the Bra- 
zeau district resembling the develop- 
ment of the Crows’ Nest, with towns 
along # like Blairmore, Frank and 
such like, The coal in the mountains 
ig much more valuable than all the 
other coal of the province.
